as 150 Li away from the nearest historical site, to visit the historical sites. 


By peneralizing the work experience of the Kim Chong-suk County Party Committee 
we have established a work system in such a way as to make it possible for all 
party members, working people, and the younger generation to visit all the 
revolutionary battlefields and historical sites in the province, not to netnion 


the revolutionary battlefields and historical sites in their own areas. 


With the work of historical revolutionary site visit thus organized on a planned 
basis, it has become possible not only to make all party members and working people 
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in the province regularly receive indoctrination through the revolutionary 
battlefields and historical sites but also to successfully solve a series of 
complex questions stemming from historical site visit such as the transportation 
question. 


in order to establish an orderly system for visit to historical revolutionary 
sites on the one hand and satisfactorily conduct indoctrination work through 
the historical sites among people, we h ve established a system for conducting 
mobile explanations and lectures on the historical revolutionary sites and 
battlefields and arranged for responsible functionaries of the party committee 
to personally deliver mobile lectures on major commemorative days. 


Important experience we have gained through mobile lectures on the revolutionary 
battleficlds and historical sites shows that the lectures have proved their 
great worth when conducted in close combination with rewlutionary practice. 


(me of the major objectives of indoctrination work through the historical 
revolutionary sites lies in enhancing the loyalty of party members and working 
people to the great leader and the glorious party and energetically stepping up 
revolution and construction.

expedite the realization.

functionaries, and functionaries of the historical artifacts branch, going down 
to the base level in manner of the Anti-Japanese Guerrillas, are substantively 
conducting indoctrination work through the revolutionary artifacts among party 
members and working people, in close combination with practical activity. 


When they visit mines, they mine iron ore, personally operating rock drills 
together with the miners; when they visit forestry stations, they cut trees

The provincial party committee has above all paid keen attention to improving 
the method of conducting lectures to suit the characteristics of different targets. 


First of all doing away with the outdated conventional method of delivering 
lectures with only one set of lecture notes, we have positively organized and 
onducted the task of conducting lectures, writing various kinds of lecture notes 
in narrative form to suit the preparedness levels of the targets. 


Ihe objective of lectures on the revolutionary artifacts lies through and through 
in making the contents of the artifacts understood by the audience in a short 
period of time. Therefore, the lecture notes mist be in narrative form in logical 


order, properly combining lecture contents with the artifacts on display. 
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the provincial party committee, setting in motion the collective wisdom of 
functionaries of the historical artifacts branch, has strengthned partywide 
guidance for writing lecture notes in a manner to suit the preparedness levels 
and characteristics of the audience. 


By such steadfast effots we have been able to deliver persuasive lectures on 
the revolutionary artifacts and to have the contents of the artifacts more 
deeply understood by the audience. 


One of the important forms to which the provincial party committee has paid 
attention in order to conduct indoctrination in the revolutionary artitacts 
in diverse forms and by diverse methods has been to lead the way to briskly 
launch mass indoctrination through literary art activity. 


Literary art activity, because of its high ideological nature and artistic 
character, its vividness and extraordinary influencing power, is becoming a 
very important means of revolutionarily indoctrinating people. 


Going in among the broad masses we have conducted organizational political work 

to have them briskly launch the task of producing artistic works such as poems and

But over a long period of time people had failed to enunciate whqt is the basics 
of human remolding and how to remold people in what direction and in consequence, 
to conduct human remolding work through goal consciousness. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, by setting forth the unique thought based 
on the profound principle of chuche philosophy and a scientific analysis of 

the inherent characteristics of social beings that human remolding is essentially 
ideological remolding and its overall goal is turning people into chuche-oriented 
communist revolutionaries, has comprehensively illuminated the true road to 
human remolding.

"Man is a social being possessing ideological consciousness. Ideological consciousness

luman remolding work is a task to pull people's thought, features, and qualifications 
onto the standards demanded by the times and the revolution. 
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Only people possessing the features and qualifications, independent consciousness 
and creative abilities on a plane commensurate with the demands of the times and 
the developing revolution, can become independent and creative social beings and, 
participating in all aspects of social life as befits the master, fully perform 
the role as the master. 


Therefore, if we are to turn people into energetic social beings genuinely serving 
revolution and construction, we must go forward to revolutionarily remold their 
ideological consciousness and at the same time raise their cultural knowledge 
Standard to the level commensurate with the demands of the developing society. 


What constitutes here the most intrinsic content is ideological remolding.

Only people with advanced, revolutionary ideological consciousness can become 
possessors of noble character who hold dear the interests of the society and 
the revolution and positively struggle for their realization.

they cannot dedicate their knowledge to the struggle for the growth and prosperity 
of the fatherland and the independent stand and attitude of the masses of people. 
Only people with a lofty revolutionary thought come to foster their creative 
abilities for the sake of attaining noble objectives and display to the hilt 

all their strength and wisdom for the sake of the fatherland and the people, 

for the sake of society and revolution. 


Today our people, because they hold as their ideomental food the immortal chuche 
ideology which occupies the most h‘gh and brilliant position in the ideological 
history of mankind, are enjoying tne most dignified and rewarding living in 

the world. 


Thus ideological consciousness contitutes the decisive factor in weighing the 
dignity and value of social beings.

high standards of cultural and technical knowledge. 


If socialist education is to acquit itself fully of its lofty mission and role, 
partyvwide guidance must be correctly insured for education work. 


Partywide guidance for education work makes it possible to develop socialist 
education from start to finish as party-oriented education, working class-oriented 
education. 


Socialist education is party-oriented, working class-oriented education in terms 

of its intrinsic class nature. Party spirit and working class character are the 
first and foremost life of socialist education and the decisive factor guaranteeing 
the success of education work. 


Only if socialist education is conducted under the guidance of the party, can it 
develop as party-oriented, working class-oriented education both in name and 
reality and genuinely serve the socialist, communist cause. 


Historical experience shows that once separated from the lexdership of the party, 
it becomes impossible to carry through the intent of the party and its policy 
requirements in conducting education work, it ending up being hodgepodge education 
which is neither capitalist nor socialist and that, with “liberalization” and 
indiscipline prevailing ‘n education, it becomes impossible to overcome imperialist 
ideological and cultural infiltration and all kinds of non-working class elements. 


lherefore, only if partywide guidance is correctly insured for education work, 
will it be possible to satisfactorily realize the objective and mission of 
socialist education for bringing up communist revolutionary personnel. 


Partywide guidance for education work also makes it possible to successfully solve 
all questions arising in socialist education work. 
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in order to commendably conduct education work, it is imperative to enhance the 

role of educational administrative organs and correctly solve various kinds of 
enormous and complex questions indeed, such as not only solidly organizing the 

ranks of teachers and revolutionizing and working classizing them but srrengthening 
Statewide assurance and societywide support for education work. All these questions 
arising in education work can be successfully resolved only under the guidance 

of the party. 


Partywide guidance for education work thus constitutes a firm guarantee which makes 
it possible to make socialist education develop into thoroughly party-oriented, 
working class-oriented education and successfully solve all questions arising in 
education. 


fhe county party committee occupies a very important place in partywide guidance 
for carrying through the theses on socialist education. 


fhe county party committee is the generai staff of county work conducting guidance 
with a unified grip on all tasks within the county and as such, is a base-level 
guidance organ of our party conducting guidance with a grip on infrastructure of 
the party, an executive unit directly carrying through party policies among the 


masses. 


fhe county in our country, the same as in socialist economic construction, occupies 
an important place and performs a big role in the development of education work. 
fhe county is an tntegrated unit for local economic and cultural development, and 
as such, directly administers people's schools, higher middle schools, and higher 
technical schools in the rural villages and workers’ districts within the county, 
and through them, brings up the youth and juveniles as competent socialist, 
communist builders complete with chidokch'’e [abundant knowledge and noble 

communist moral character necessary for socialist, communist construction, 
thoroughly armed with the unitary ideology of the party, and strong physical 
strength necessary for labor and national defense}. 


Therefore, how successfully the theses on education are carried through in the 
county which accounts for one-two hundredth of the country, depends altogether 
on how the county party committee exercises partywide guidance for education work. 


Our Changyon County Party Committee has ceaselessly strengthened partywide guidance 
for education work in the past period.

Important in going forward with a grip on guidance for education work as the county 
party committee-wide task has been to maintain a proper viewpoint and stand of 
the functionaries. 


In the early days following the publication of the theses on education there 
surfaced the phenomenon in no small measure among certain functionaries of the 
county party commitee who, thinking that it was the task of the functionaries 
of the education department alone to carry through the theses, failed to pay 
attention to the realization. Unless such erroneous viewpoint was straightened 
out, i: was impossible to s:ccessfully carry through the theses on education. 
From tiuis, we strongly pushed study of the theses on education among the functionaries, 
on the one hand, and steadfastly launched the ideological struggle aimed at 
Straightening out their viewpoint and attitude toward education work. 


ihe outdated ideological viewpoints of the people hardened over the years could 

not be completely uprooted by merely conducting study or launching ideological 
Struggle a few times. In close combination with practical activity to carry 

through the theses on education we have ceaselessly repeated and deepened the 
ideological struggle against the erroneous ideological viewpoint of the functionaries. 


fhrough such process we have been able to straighten out the viewpoint and attitude 

of the functionaries toward education work, and all functionaries have come to 

pay attention to education work. 

mportant in turning guidance for education work around as the party committee-wide 

task has also been to commendably conduct cooperative operations and combined 
erations of the organizational department, propaganda and agitation department, 

ind education department. 


Socialist education is essentially a task of bringing up all members of society as 
communist social beings possessing high knowledge of science and technology with 

i revolutionary world view tirmly established. This being so, only if the 
organizational department, propaganda and agitation department, and education 
partment, which all directly deal with people, become a tricd in conducting 
yuidan-e, is it possible to bond party organizational political work and education 
work together and successfully carry through the education policy of the party. 


In exercising guidance for education work, with a view to enabling the organizational 
! 


department, propaganda and agitation department, and education department to 
mnendably conduct combined operations and cooperative operations, every time 


the county party executive committee or secretariat held a discussion on the 
question of education, we precisely defined the central goal the committee had 
to attain and at the same time, the matters each department had to achieve. And 
we made the departments, to suit their functions, concretely blueprint the task 
to execute them and thoroughly plan and coordinate the task. 








The county party committee has also solved in like manner the question of strengthen- 
ing politicoideological indoctrination among the teachers and the students and 
turning the teaching party policy-oriented. 


In the case of guidance work for the schools, too, we have boldly smashed the

Cadres are the nuclear force of the party and commanding personnel of the 
revolution. After the establishment of the precise line and policies of the party 
along with correct measures for their execution, the success or failure of the 
task of executing them depends altogether on the cadres who are the commanding 
personnel in charge of orgnizing and executing the task. 


therefore, in education work, too, just as in all other tasks, it arises as a 
very important question for the responsible functionaries to go forward with 
a personal grip on it. 


In order to make the responsible functionaries go forward with a personal grip 

on education work, we have taken steps to permanently assign specific schools 

one each to the cadres of the rank of department heads of the county party committee 
or above and members of the executive committee and make them responsibly guide 
school work and the life of the teachers. And we have systematized it for the 
county party committee to simultaneously sum up the progress in school guidance 

work made by the functionaries at time of discussing weekly work and work out 

new measures. 


In this way the responsible functionaries of the county party committee nave come 
to frequently go down to the schools and speak at lecture meetings, meet and 
talk with the teachers, observe their classroom teaching, and in particular, 
take personal responsibility in solving questions pending in education work. 


Such practical examples set by the responsible functionaries have exerted great 
influence on all functionaries to direct direct attention to education work and 
positively participate in it. 


foday in our county, it has been thoroughly systematized for ali guidance 
functionaries from the party functionzries to the responsible functionaries of 
administrative organs, workers organizations, and economic organs to go down 
to the schools, and they are making it a way of life, whenever they gv down to 
ri, to visit the schools and help education work. 
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With guidance for education work thus turned around as the county party committee- 
wide task, we have always been able to precisely ascertain the state of education 
within the county, establish appropriate measures correctly on time, and organize 
and mobilize base-level party organizations, party members, and working people 
even better in the struggle to carry thro8gh the theses on education. 


Experience shows eloquently that going forward with a grip on guidance for education 
work as the party committee-wide task is where a firm guarantee for energetically 
pushing ahead with the task to carry through the theses on education is.

Improving the quality of education arises as an urgent demand for thoroughly 
embodying the basic principles of socialist pedagogy and energetically launching 
the three revolutions--ideological, technological, and cultural. 


Only if the quality of education is improved with education work commendably 
conducted, is it possible to turn the younger generation into eenuine communist 
social beings complete with chidokch'e, bring up able national -adres in large 
numbers, and raise the overall cultural knowledge standard of society another notch. 


fo turn the teaching party policy-oriented is one of the important demands 
arising in improving the quality of education. 


lo sav to turn the teaching party policy-oriented means to make the teaching on 
i111 subjects permeated from beginning to end with the revolutionary thought of 
the yreat leader Comrade Kim Il-song and the embodiment, the line and policies 

of our party, and conduct it linking it to the concrete realities of our country. 
Only if the teaching is turned party policy-oriented, is it possible for the 
students to learn by experience the demands in terms of policies of the party in 
each period and acquire Live knowledge which they can put to practical use in 
socialist construction. 


In order to improve the party policy-orlented standard of teaching, the county

be put to practical use. But the teacher did not go beyond teaching the chemical 
composition of fertilizer and general principles. 


Drawing an incisive lesson from this, we earnestly discussed the measures and 
methodology to solve the question of turning the teaching party policy-oriented, 
and aggressively pushed ahe:d with the effort to carry them through. 


Setting it forth not as a simple job performance question dealing with a low 
standard in turning the teaching party policy-oriented but as an ideological 
question dealing with an incorrect stand and viewpoint of the teachers toward 
carrying through the theses on education, the county party committee took steps 
to have ideological struggle energetically launched among them. 


At the same time, it took steps to make educational administrative functionaries 
ceaselessly improve teaching and indoctrination work, jointly studying with the 
teachers practical ways to turn the teaching on each subject party policy-oriented 
and, linking education to revolutionary practice, teach the students live knowledge 
which they could put to practical use.

Guidance for education work cannot be successfully insured by the fervor of the 
functionaries alone. Only if their burning enthusiasm is combined with political 
job performance qualifications can the functionaries substantively guide education 
work. 


That in the past period certain functionaries in the county, even though they 
frequently went down to the schools with specific concern for education work, 
had failed to penetrate the contents of education work and correctly guide 
education work to suit the policy-oriented demands of the party had a great deal 
to do mainly with their low standards. 


Therefore, unless the political job performance standard of the functionaries was 
improved, it was impossible for them to guide the teachers to turn their teaching 
party policy-oriented, establish chuche in education, and link education to 
revolutionary practice.

The ruling class, with a 
view to realizing its class dictatorship, estahlishes a certain system and order 
which all members of society must observe in all aspects of state and social 
life. This precisely constitutes the state and social system of the society 
concerned. 





As long as the state exists, people in any society without exception have to 
live within a certain state and social system. Such state and social system 
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is established through none other than the exercise of state power by the class 
which has come to political ruling power. 


[he masses of working people become the genuine master of the state and society 

tor the first time in the socialist society where they have grasped power in 

their own hands. In the socialist society, the independent rights of the masses 

of working people are completely insured, their creative might promoted to the 
hilt, and everything of the society geared to serving the masses of working people.

That is, whether or not they have the rights and freedoms to participate in 
state ruling power constitutes the criterion for determing whether or not 
people can actually exercise their independent rights, a measuring stick for 
letermining whether or not they are holding their destinies in their own hands. 


(nly by grasping state ruling power can the masses of working people launch their 
independent and creative activities to the heart's content, holding their 
independent rights as the master of the state and society. Again, only if they 
‘rasp state ruling power can the masses of working people go forward to successfully 
Olve all questions arising in revolution and construction. Accordingly, state 
ruling power as political ruling power becomes the basic factor determining the

nasmuch as state ruling power is political ruling power, if they are to conduct 
independent and creative activities in the sphere of sociopolitical life, 
they must, in the final analysis, have the right and freedom to participate in 
tate ruling power.

Ownership of the means of production operates as ijor factors: one determining 
the position and role of people and the other tl e ruling power.

This bespeaks that the newly emerging countries can 
solve on their own all questions such as raw materials and technologies necessary 
for economic development. If the newly emerging countries strengthen unity and 
cooperation, they can successfully build a self-reliant national economy without 
depending on the great powers and keep abreast with developed countries in all 
areas such as science and culture.
